LIBERTY EXTINGUISHERS. 

A lord of Persia, rich and great, 
Just come iuto a large estate, 
Was shock'd to find he had for neighbors.

By your leave, Mr. Editor, I will enumerate a 
few of the more manifold of the compositor’s mis- 
eries. ‘The employment of a compositor is of a 
two-fold nature—mechanical and mental. He 
commits to memory as much of his copy as can 
readily be retained by once reading over, and 
then proceeds to pick up the individual letters of 
which this portion is composed, attending, at the 
same time, to the punctuation, spelling, and gram- 
mar. ‘T'o do this successfully requires undivided 
attention, a quick eye, a ready hand, and untiring 
patience. Under the most favorable eircumstan- 
ces, this labor brings the compositor to a prema- 
ture old age—his sight fails, his hand becomes 
tremulous, the sense of touch dulled, and the 
nerves lose their quickness and energy ; this, with 
but few exceptions, is the necessary and inevita- 
ble result of his employment. But in addition to 
this, he is subject to many miseries from the ig- 
norance, the caprice, or the carelessness of au- 
thors. 

The compositor has a certain number of squares 
exacted from him as his day’s work, this 1s ex- 
pected, whether his copy be clear or obscure, 
legible or illegible, punctuated or not. Upon. 
these circumstances, his earnings, his bread de- 
pends ; and common humanity would dictate to 
authors, that their ministering servant, the com- 
positor, should be assisted as much as possible, in 
his humble labors for their present fame and fu- 
ture honor. 

Illegible copy is, perhaps, the compositor’s 
greatest misery, as it is frequently found in com- 
bination with every other fault. This is a univer- 
sal failing, of which the literate and illiterate are 
alike guilty; inthe former it is inexcusable.— 
Another grievous fault in authors, is the attempt 
to give force to a feeble style, and clearness to 
an obscure one, by the frequent introduction of 
Italic words. ‘This spoils the appearance of the 
printing, is alike insulting to the taste and dis- 
crimination of the reader, and is a sore evil tothe 
purse of the poor compositor, as the Italic is eften 
in a distant part of the office. This inisery tries 
the temper more than the illegibility, though not 
so serious in its results; the former may arise 
froin incapability, the latter always {rom presump- 
tion and bad taste. 

Another fault of third rate authors, and alas for 
the compositor, they are by far the most numer- 
ous, is continually insulting the capabilities of 
the King’s English with scraps of foreign Jan-

As they find it 
difficult, if not impossible, to conceive of any per- 
son being actuated by a higher motive than pure 
selfishness, they seemed tu look upon the object 
with a suspicious eye. They however declared 
that the reason why they did not send their chil- 
dren, was scarcity of food. They said that when 
the crops of rice came in, they would send them. 
As our means would not admit of our establish- 
ing a school room within the limits of the colony, 
(for the natives would not send their children un- 
less we supplied them with food,) and believing 
it very important to acquire the confidence of the 
natives in our object—also, being exceeding de- 
sirous of becoming acquainted, as soon as possi- 
ble, with their language, 1 concluded to go and 
take up my residence with them. Lam now on 
a vistt at Edina, having come down to attend the 
dedication of our pew Baptist meeting house at 
Bassa Cove.
